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Visual Arts building design 
funding approved by 
Provincial government

UVic will receive $300,000 from the pro¬ 
vincial government to design a new Visual 
Arts Building worth approximately $6.5 
million. The funding announcement was 
made on Feb. 13 by the Ministry of Ad- 
vancedEducation, Training and Technology. 

“This facility will further enhance the 
University of Victoria’s reputation for ex¬ 
cellence in fine arts education,” said Ad¬ 
vanced Education, Training and Technol¬ 
ogy Minister Bruce Strachan at the time of 
the announcement. 

“This announcement is a real cause for 
celebration, and I know that the many other 
individuals who have worked so hard for so 
many years for this new facility will share 
my elation about it,” said Dr. Anthony Welch, 
Dean of Fine Arts. “The Department of 
Visual Arts has waited since 1969 for a 
proper facility and it is to their credit that 
faculty, students and staff have coped so 
well for so long in M-Hut. The department 
is widely regarded as one of the strongest in 
Canada; its graduates win significant na¬ 
tional and international awards and gain 
admission to some of the most competitive 
graduate schools in North America. It is 
gratifying that government funding is at last 
available for a new facility appropriate to 
this stature.” 

The planned 3,716-square-metre build¬ 
ing is to be located adjacent to and west of 
the Phoenix Theatre Building. It will form 
part of a fine arts complex comprising the 
Phoenix Building, the Fine Arts Building 
now under construction south of the Phoe¬ 
nix, and the Music Wing of the MacLaurin 
Building across the road inside the Ring. 

“We’re working towards mid 1992 as 
the target completion date,” says Director 
of Campus planning Jerry Robson. When 
construction of the Visual Arts building is 
complete all five departments of theFaculty 
of Fine Arts—Creative Writing, History in 
Art, Music, Theatre, and Visual Arts— will 
be accommodated in one area of the cam¬ 
pus. 

The Visual Arts building is to house 
printmaking, painting, drawing, sculpture, 
and photography studios, metal and wood¬ 
working shops, graduate and honours work 
studios, faculty offices and seminar rooms. 
There is also to be a covered outside work 
area for sculpture. 

Visual Arts is currently housed in M Hut 


Budget trouble 
may be brewing 

"We are going to suffer." 

—UVic economist 

A UVic economist says the Federal budget 
announced Feb. 26 may be bad news for the 
university. 

“I have no doubt UVic will receive less 
money,” said Dr. Leonard Laudadio. “It 
will be up to the various presidents to re¬ 
allocate funds and try to squeeze funds here 
and there to continue our research and other 
programs.” 

The budget announced the Federal gov¬ 
ernment plans to restrain payments to prov¬ 
inces for three more years to save $4.5 
billion and will keep established-programs 
financing, which helps pay for education, 
frozen at their per-capita level until 1994- 
95. 

“The Federal government is shifting the 
burden to reduce thedeficit to theprovinces,” 
addedLaudadio, “and we are going to suffer. 


on the northeast side of campus. Overcrowd¬ 
ing and safety concerns have been voiced in 
past by students and others who work in the 
old studios. 

Robson points out that the $300,000 is 
approved for design only and funding for 
construction must be approved as well before 
the building goes ahead. 

Robson’s department is now in the process 
of appointing architects for the new building, 
subject to approval by the University Board of 
Governors. 

The government announcement says the 
funding to plan the Visual Arts Building is part 
of a $218 million commitment by the Ministry 
of Advanced Education, Training and Tech¬ 
nology over 1990-91 for capital works projects 
atB.C.’s universities, colleges, institutes and 
agencies. 

“Other construction planned for the Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria includes facilities for en¬ 
gineering, and a new Human and Social de¬ 
velopment Building out for tender now,” says 
the announcement. 

The Fine Arts Building now under con¬ 
struction is scheduled for completion by No¬ 
vember 1991, and the planned Human & So¬ 
cial Development Building is tentatively 
scheduled for completion by June 1992, says 
Robson. 

The Graduate Student Society' Building 
now under construction behind the Student 
Union Building is scheduled for completion 
by May 1991. 

A new building for Day Care is in the 
planning stages with a tentative “optimistic” 
completion date of January 1992. Funding for 
the preliminary design is in place but funding 
for final designs for a new Day Care complex 
is not yet approved, says Robson. 

“We want to do a preliminary plan showing 
how the buildings would sit on the site. There 
will be two, possibly three buildings that may 
be phased into the complex. We will go into 
detailed design only when we have funding,” 
he explains.

The Martlet is hoping that it’s third time 
lucky when its quest for full autonomy from 
the UVic Students’ Society (UVSS) goes to 
another student referendum on March 14 and 
15. The student paper mounted autonomy 
campaigns twice in the 1980s but the bids for 
financial freedom were rejected by student 
voters in referenda on both occasions. This 
time Martlet co-editors Oliver Ho and Sherryl 
Yeager are hoping that voters will agree to 
sever the financial ties between the Society 
and the paper and provide the Martlet with a 
source of funds directly from students. 

Under the UVSS constitution, the Martlet 
had to gather signatures from 10 percent of 
the student population in order to get the 
autonomy question on a referendum ballot. 
That meant signing up approximately 1,300 
students. Over a several-months long petition 
campaign, the Martlet gathered more than 
1,400 signatures supporting a referendum on 
whether “The students of the University of 
Victoria shall support a Martlet Publishing 
Society through a direct fee levy of $2.50 per 
full-time student per term.” 

Ho and Yeager are careful to point out that 
the issue to be determined in the referendum 
is simply the financial autonomy of the pa¬ 
per, since the Martlet already enjoys editorial 
and advertising autonomy from the UVSS. 
At present, the UVSS Board determines how 
much the Martlet will receive from the So¬ 
ciety’s general funds each year. 

According to Yeager, “We’re in a strange 
situation. They (the UVSS Board) tell us how 
much money we have and we’re to spend but 
that might not be how much we need to spend 
for whatever reason—maybe advertising is 
really low...We’re not here to make money— 
that’s not the role of the paper. The role of the 
paper is to educate students and to allow

them a chance and a place to learn about 
journalism.” 

“We don’t run as heavy an ad/copy ratio as 
a mainstream paper would—so we need the 
subsidy,” she says. “But they don’tnecessarily 
always give us enough, in which case we just 
run over budget. We really try not to, but if 
they don’t give you enough money then you 
do. With autonomy we would be getting 
enough money and be forced to be financially 
responsible and more directly accountable to 
students.” 

As The Ring went to press, an official 
“No” campaign spearheaded by UVSS 
President Howard Jampolsky and student 
Senate caucus chair George Pringle seemed 
to be surfacing to oppose the paper’s finan¬ 
cial autonomy bid. Jampolsky says he is 
opposing the autonomy effort because he 
believes that the paper “is not very well run” 
and that “it’s not seen as credible by stu¬ 
dents.” 

He predicts that the referendum will fail 
because students don’t want to pay another 
$5 per year for th & Martlet on top of increased 
premiums for the student health plan and a 
possible increase in fees which may be re¬ 
quested later this term to fund an expansion 
of the Student Union Building. Jampolsky 
says that the paper should “try again, and if 
you’re better, we’ll support you.” 

The UVSS will be supplying $36,000 of 
the Martlet's $140,000 budget this year. Last 
year the Society budgeted for a subsidy of 
just over $35,000 for the paper, but ended up 
contributing another $7,000 to cover the 
Martlet’s budgetary shortfall. If approved by 
referendum, the new levy will provide the 
Martlet with an estimated $48,000—$50,000 
in direct funding each year.

Business must adapt to 
society’s expectations-Haynes 


GSS turns thumbs down on smokers 



Business has a responsibility beyond provid¬ 
ing a competitive product. Imperial Oil 
Chairman and Chief Executive Officer Arden 
R. Haynes told a crowd of about 150 people 
in Begbie 159 on Feb. 14. In the future, he 
says, “generally accepted social principles 
will be as important as generally accepted 
accounting practices.” 

Haynes, a member of the Order of Canada 
and currently chairman of the Prime 
Minister’s Advisory Committeeon Business/ 
Government Executive Exchange, gave the 
second of three free public lectures which 
form the Imperial Oil Review Lecture Series. 

“On the whole, business doesn’t have a 
very good image,” Haynes says. “It is made 
a scapegoat for a whole litany” of societal 
problems. Haynes stated that the actions of 
some members of the business community 
give the community as a whole a bad name. 


Hajmes added that he believes “the image of 
business as solely concerned with profit [is] 
a bum rap.” 

He said that “free enterprise is critical to 
the success of Canadian society as we know 
it.” In fact, he says, “we can’t have a free 
society without free enterprise.” 

But while Haynes admits that profit must 
be a major factor in decisions about business 
issues, he says the business community rec¬ 
ognizes that it has to play a bigger role in 
helping people to live better lives. “Business 
has to become involved in long-term plan¬ 
ning for the public good.” 

Haynes says that “the truth is, business 
has had no option but to adapt to society’s 
changing expectations of business.” It is 
important for business to serve the wants of 
society, which increasingly include such 
matters as protection of the environment and 
of consumers, and the avoidance of discrimi¬ 
nation based on age, sex, or other factors. 

This has led to a shift of planning focus 
from the possible to the permissible, Haynes 
says. As an example, he suggests that society 
may decide at some point that it does not 
want any more nuclear power plants. “I just 
hope that if they decide that, Canadians do so 
in the full knowledge of the economic rami¬ 
fications,” he added. 

Business’ increased commitment to the 
environment is not just window dressing, 
Haynes concluded, but a recognition that 
business must comply with societal desires 
in order to succeed. 

At one point, Haynes’ lecture was inter¬ 
rupted by protesters who chanted briefly 
then left. Haynes invited the protesters back 
for the question period to follow but his offer 
was not accepted. 

The UVic Imperial Oil Lecture Series 
concludes on March 8 with a lecture on 
“Women, Law, and Social Powers” by Rosalie 
S. Abella, Chair of the Ontario Law Reform 
Commission (see story page 4). 


Campus smokers will have one less place to 
puff as a result of a decision taken at the Feb. 
1 Graduate Students Society (GSS) Annual 
General Meeting. By an overwhelming mar¬ 
gin of 71 to 5, the graduate students who 
participated in a GSS referendum on the 
question decided not to allow smoking any¬ 
where within the new Geoige and Ida Halpem 
Graduate Student Centre when the building 
opens later this year. Under the CRD Clean 
Air Bylaw which came into effect on Jan. 1, 
1991, smoking is banned in the new building 
with the exception of the 30-seat lounge and 
the 100-seat multi-purpose room where the 
GSS had the discretion to allocate up to 50 
percent of the seats for smoking. 

In other business at the meeting, Wee- 
President Jennifer Veitch reported that con¬ 
struction of the Halpem Centre seemed on 


track for a June opening, while the report 
from Society Treasurer Corinne Gustafson 
indicated that the GSS had recorded an accu¬ 
mulated surplus of $20,642 for the year ended 
Aug. 30,1990. The society has budgetted for 
a reduced surplus of slightly over $19,400for 
the year ending Aug. 31,1991, as a result of 
expanded programs and activities. 

No elections took place at the annual 
meeting since the GSS elects its executive at 
two other stages in the year. A president, 
secretary, and vice-president external were 
elected to one-year terms in October. The 
society vice-president, treasurer, public rela¬ 
tions officer, and liaison officer will be elected 
on March 18 and 19. Nominations for the 
spring elections close March 11 at 12:00 
noon.

Campus chess challenge 


The success of last fall’s phone campaign for 
contributions to the President’s Endowment 
Fund has convinced the UVic Development 
Office to hit the phone lines again this spring. 

The switch from a mail-only campaign to 
one combining a letter and a follow-up phone 
call boosted contributions from alumni and 
donors by 98 per cent. Twenty-two thousand 
people were called during a 14-week cam¬ 
paign late last year by students especially 
recruited and trained for the task. 

The drive produced 1,500 new donors 
and approximately $232,000, the first 
installment towards the Office’s three-year 
goal of $1 million. 

“That will actually add up to $4 million 
dollars for the Fund,” says Development 
Co-ordinator Robin Marcellus. “For every 
dollar we raise, the Vancouver Foundation 
will match it. Then the provincial government 
will match that.” 

The new Fund is earmarked for three 
different uses. Some of the money will go 
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towards scholarships and bursaries not cov¬ 
ered by existing ones. The rest will go to new 
initiatives in education and to cover emergency 
expenses, such as paying the travel costs of a 
faculty member to attend an important con¬ 
ference. 

Development Office staff were especially 
delighted that the final receipts totalled nearly 
double what was promised over the phone. 

“A lot of people didn’t want to make an 
immediate commitment”, says Marcellus. 
“They asked to be sent a form. Alot of money 
came in that we weren’t even expecting.” 

Two of the donations were over $10,000. 
Fourteen more wrotechequesforover$l ,000. 

This year’s shorter campaign won’t be 
competing with Christmas shopping or other 
community fund-raising drives.. It will be 
held throughout May and June, when a new 
batch of polite but persistent students will use 
the dial-a-mail technique to push the Presi¬ 
dent’s Endowment Fund closer to its million- 
dollar goal.

Task force to collect 
university policies 

A long-term, widespread concern (as identi¬ 
fied by a recent administrative review) is 
being addressed by UVic President, Dr. David 
Strong through the formation of a task force to 
develop auniversity policy manual. Jim Currie, 
Assistant to the President, is leading the 
process. Currie is quick to point out that the 
mandate of the task force is “not to develop or 
change policies. We merely want to collect in 
one place, index, and design updating and 
distribution processes so that every adminis¬ 
trative and academic unit will be fully informed 
of all university-wide policies. These may 
have been formulated by the Board of Gov¬ 
ernors, the president, or the vice-presidents. 
We’re not going to tackle policies developed 
in departments which are usually for internal 
use and mostly don’t apply to the whole uni¬ 
versity.” 

The small task force, which recently held 
its first meeting, includes representatives from 
each vice-presidential area. They were given 
a short history of previous attempts to bring 
policies together in a manual. Currie says, 
“This is an ideal time to develop a manual. The 
university has recently seen and will continue 
to seeretirementof many long-term employees 
and managers who have the policies in their 
heads. New people will need a manual to 
bring them up to speed quickly. Moreover, we 
have some good options with the possibilities 
of an on-line manual for instant revisions as 
well as the usual paper documents. I person¬ 
ally am determined that this time we’ll suc¬ 
ceed.” 

The task force welcomes suggestions, ad¬ 
vice, and, especially, any policies which should 
be included in the manual. 


Strategic group continues to build campus 
expertise in Pacific and maritime studies

UVic’s growing stature as a centre of exper¬ 
tise in Pacific and maritime studies received 
aboostrecently when the university’s Pacific 
and Maritime Strategic Studies Group re¬ 
ceived word that it will be the recipient of 
$210,000 in renewed funding over the next 
three years from the Department of National 
Defence(DND)’s Military and Strategic 
Studies Program. The grantmay beextended 
for a further two years when its three-year 
term runs out in 1994. 

The latest funding represents a renewal 
of a grant which the group received when it 
was formed in March, 1988. According to 
group Director Dr. David Zimmerman 
(History), the continued DND funding will 
be used to build further expertise in Pacific 
and maritime strategic issues, expand the 
current undergraduate offerings in the area, 
develop a program in military history and 
strategic studies, and support graduate re¬ 
search. 

Zimmerman stresses that although the 
funds come from DND, the grant requires 
that the research be open and unclassified, 
which means that it has scholarly rather than 
military implications. 


The grant will also permit major micro¬ 
film acquisitions for the McPherson Library 
to complete the wartime and expand the post¬ 
war collection of documents from the Ameri¬ 
can Joint Chiefs of Staff and purchase CIA 
and Office of Strategic Studies (OSS) intel¬ 
ligence reports dealing with the Pacific region 
in the 1950s. Other purposes for the grant 
include initiating a major research collection 
of books and periodicals on security issues in 
the Pacific region and Asia and funding fur¬ 
ther work on the University of Victoria- 
Royal Roads Asia Pacific Defence and Se¬ 
curity Collection. The collection is a joint 
project between the university and the college 
which is creating a computer catalogue of 
periodicals, official government statements 
and reports, and conference papers dealing 
with current issues in the Pacific Rim from 
1988 to the present. 

The Pacific and Maritime Strategic Stud¬ 
ies Group is currently comprised of Dr. Robert 
Bedeski (Political Science), Dr. James 
Boutilier (Pacific and Asian Studies), Dr. 
Michael Hadley (Germanic Studies), Dr. 
Reginald Roy (History) and Zimmerman. 

According to Zimmerman, the group has 


doubled the undergraduate offerings in the 
strategic studies area. Course offerings at 
present include peace and war studies. “The 
ideas are related because the phenomenons 
are,” says Zimmerman. 

Research projects undertaken by the group 
include Hadley’s history of the Canadian 
navy from its inception to the end of the First 
World War, Bedeski’s research into strategic 
issues in Korea and Japan, andZimmerman’s 
comparison of Canadian and Australian de¬ 
fence policy in the Pacific. 

Zimmerman said that the group is plan¬ 
ning to organize a major multi-disciplinary 
conference in the summer of 1992on Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, and Pacific defence 
and security. He also hopes that the group 
will be able to hold a series of one-day 
workshops or small symposia with a Pacific 
Rim perspective on issues such as arms con¬ 
trol, the role of the armed forces, and the 
risks of investing in the region. 

The DND grant links UVic’s Pacific and 
Maritime Strategic Studies Group with 13 
similar centres at universities across Canada 
which also received funding under the pro¬ 
gram. 


Student health plan resuscitated 


Students concerned about the future of the 
two-year-old UVic Students’ Society 
(UVSS) extended health plan can breathe a 
little easier as a result of a decision made at 
the UVSS semi-annual generalmeetingFeb. 
25. The health plan fees must be approved 
each year in a student referendum, but at the 
last minute UVSS officials realized that a 
constitutional change which took effect af¬ 
ter last year’s vote was going to make con¬ 
ducting this year’s referendum a formidable, 
if not impossible task at this point in the 
term. 

The UVSS had been sent scrambling to 
save the plan less than two weeks earlier 
when it discovered that the referendum this 
year would require the signed consent of 10 
percent of the undergraduate student popu¬ 
lation before the question could be placed 
on the ballot. Last year’s referendum on the 
health plan fees was run under the old pro¬ 
visions that allowed the Board of Directors 
to simply set a referendum on the question. 

By an overwhelming majority, an esti¬ 
mated 100 students at the meeting approved 
an amendment to the UVSS constitution 
that gives the Society Board the authority to 
set referenda on issues involving increases 
in student fees without the need to gather 
signatures. As a result, the Board did not 
need to obtain the signatures of approxi¬ 
mately 1,300 students before the question of 
continued financial support for the plan 
could proceed to a referendum. 

Students will be asked to approve an 
increase in health plan premiums from $3.35 
per student per month and $6.33 per month 
for optional family coverage to $5.35 per 
student per month ($64.20 per year) and 
$10.25 per month ($123 per year) for op¬ 
tional family coverage. Both figures are 
based on 12-month coverage. The new fees 
represent an increase of over 60 percent.

Rosalie S. Abella, Chair of the Ontario 
Law Reform Commission, a member of 
the 1990CanadianJudicialCouncilInquiry 
Committee on Donald Marshall, Jr., former 
Chair of the Ontario Labour Relations
